Washington's Chestnut Tree 


A reader outstate writes to the editor: 
'Tn 1789 George Washington planted 13 horse 
chestnut trees in a row in Fredericksburg, Va., 
and named them for the 13 original states. 
“ Only one survives. It has to be given a plant 
food each September to build up the soil so 
that the tree may still live on. 
The last two 
trees which died gave up a struggle against for­ 
midable odds, one in I860, more than a century 
after Washington had planted it, and the other 
an approx imate 20 years later. 
The surviving 
lonely giant, majestic in its .strength and si^c, 
stands as a living emblem of Washington—tlie 
only thing living that Washington planted. 
“ The tree is in the spot where Wasthington 
placed It. 
At various times it has withs'ood 
scaring droughts and the ravages of tree di.s- 
eases. As against the toll of venerable age sev­ 
eral tons of cement sealed its wounds and con­ 
tributed to its continuing good health. 
“ I knew the story back of this magnificent 
horse chestnut, and I also knew of Freficrick.s- 
burg’s struggle tc preserve the heroic, historic 


past. 
At my request Nehra.ska was given the 
privilege of taking over the care of this historic 
tree, and each year it has been my privilege to 
contribute $10 necessary to feed it. 
The owner 
of the property in whose yard it .stands tells 
me they speak of it as the Nebraska Washington 
tree. 
I am troubled when 
I think what may 
happen when 
I am not here to provide for its 
feeding. 
“ W'e have .so much here at home to claim 
attention but it has occurred to me that perhaps 
a Nebraska legislature might desire to make an 
appropriation of $10 annually so that Washing­ 
ton’s last surviving horse chestnut will con­ 
tinue to be known as the Nebra.ska Washington 
tree”

of hi.storic .shrines, an idea which bespeaks a

The Kerr bill was 
pa.-^'^ed four y ea rs ago by 
Congres.s but vetocil by President Truman. 
R(>p. .Steed would have one believe that non- 
• regulation would have kept rates as low as 
thr-y \v(Te four years ago. Rut thus f.ar he 
ha.sn’t adduced any convincing proof. One thing 
we are certain of. ft is that the P>deral Rower 
(.'ommission lias not .srnurged the gas bustne.ss 
into rai.sing rates, although there is plenty of 
evidence that the ga.s outfits have done a lot 
of asking. 


All we can say to Rep. Steed is that if federal

gration and Naturalization Service 
above the rank of stenographer is 
being forced to pack up his furni­ 
ture, in .some cases sell his home, 
and move to another city. 


The sweeping, change-cities swap 
is what sometimes happens when 
an Army general is 
placed 
in 
charge of a civilian 
branch 
ot 
government. The Army man in 
question 
is 
Lieut. 
Gen. 
Joseph 
M. Swing, a field artillery officer 
who has been aide to Gen, Peyton 
March; an in.strutor at Fort Sill; 
a commander of the Army War 
College, and a participant in van- 
ou.s battles of the Pacific. 


Just how this honorable military 
record qualified him a.s an ex pert 
on the difficult and very human 
question of immigration and na­ 
turalization is hard to understand. 
However, he and a young cadet 
named Dwight D. Eisenhower both 
graduated trom West Point in the 
cla.v> of 1915, and tix lay General 
Swing finds himself chief ot Im­ 
migration and Naturalization. 


As Huch, one of his policies is 
to make the immigration service 
mobile 
like the Army. Another 
is to create more jobs for other 
people. So, despite the tact that 
an immigration offieial^may have 
lived In one city for years and 
acquired a hou.se there, plus two 
decades of friendships, he is or­ 
dered to pack up and move to 
another area — starting today.

Salisbury, who was 
tran.sferred from St. Alvans, Vt., 
to San Antonio, Tex . 
Salisbury 
ha.s been in the immigration serv- 
ice tor 40 yeal ^.

General Swing further .suggested 
that Sali.sbury go down immedi­ 
ately and see the immigration ad- 
mini.stration officer, Ed Loughran, 
who w'as standing ready to proc'css 
the retirement papers.

Salisbury 
road the handwriting on the wall 
and t(X)k the general’s advice. 
He 
is 
younger than 
cither General 
Fliaenhower or General Swing, but 
he retired. 


Encouraged by his success with 
the same pre.ssure on others. Ar­ 
thur J. Karnuth, director of the 
Buffalo office for 2»* years, al.-o 
was .-.lated for a far distant po.st 
and was brazenly told to retire 
if he didn't like it. 
Karnuth de­ 
cided to submit rather than give 
up lus ties in Buffalo. 


Note—General Swing supposedly 
is decentralizing Immigration by 
traii^ferring officials out of Wasli- 
Ington. However, it will cost (he 
tax payer more in the long run. 
While the Washington force will 
be redueed from ifOd to 400, the 
hidden truth Is that each of I’ne 
four new regional offices will have 
300 employees. This will swell the 
total headquarters staff to 1.600 
—an inerease of about 7(M) jobs. 


In addition, four brand new Jobs as 
regional directors have been cre­ 
ated for the Republican National 
Committee to fill.

On the first of those two sub­ 
jects, the Council ex pressed con­ 
cern at its meeting that the storm 
sewer 
planning 
w a s 
.several 
month.s behind schedule. City E n­ 
gineer Carl Fisher ex plained—“ not 
an apology,’’ he said — that the 
sewer planning schedule was in­ 
terrupted by the devotion of time to 
the preparation of plans and speci­ 
fications for the new southeast di­ 
agonal. 
The city engineer pointed out 
that the lederal government, which 
is sharing the cost of the diagonal 
requires much more detailed plans 
than the city normally prepares. 
This, Fisher ex plained, has made 
a totally unex pected and unpre­ 
dictable drain on the time of the 
engineering department. 
in other words, so much time 
has been devoted to the diagonal 
that none has been left over for 
storm sewer woiik 
This might not be an “ apology” 
but it is certainly not an ex cuse 
for the

Some of the better-known mem- 
hrrs, especially senators, eke out 
additional income by writing or 
lecturing but these methods are 
by no means open to all. At times 
the means have run from the du­ 
bious to the outright illegal. 


The Judiriary also can make 
out a strong case for both sal- 


agonal work. At that meeting, he 
had with him a partial set of the 
diagonal plans that contained some 
80 sheets of drawings.

The Council now plans to let 
some of the storm sewer planning 
out to local engineering firms so 
the city will be in a position to 
take bids on all 19.55 projects by 
March 
1. The March 
1 date i.s 
considered as a deadline so far 
a.s letting a contract during weath­ 
er 
conditions 
favorable 
to 
the 
low'est possible bidding. 
A- 
This is another ex pense that ha.s 
been imposed upon the city as a 
result of the diagonal. The fact 
that the federal government and 
school district were pushing the 
city into a quick decision and fast 
action on the diagonal did not mean 
that Lincoln had to jump in and 
start the ball rolling. 
There is nothing wrong with hav­ 
ing a diagonal ex cept for the fact 
that it is doubtful if Lincoln can 
afford It at this time. It ha.s al­ 
ready caused additional ex pense in 
the engineering department and i.s 
likely to drain practically all the 
city’s street maintenance funds for 
the nex t several years if the pro­ 
ject is carried to completion. If 
not completed, what is done will be 
of little value as it starts insig­ 
nificantly at 21st and K and runs 


to 27th and D — a rather unim- 
portant piece of paving. 
There 
might 
be 
considerable 
question of the merits of the Coun­ 
cil’s method of meeting the tim e 
pntblcm caused by the diagonal. 
Outside 
engineering 
firms 
work 
for a minimum fee of 4 per eent 
of the total cost ot the project for 
which 
they 
prepare plans 
and 
specifications. 
On $500,000. worth of work, and 
this much storm sewer work might 
be let out. the fees involved would 
come to more than $20,000. These 
fees

All in all, the city could end up 
spending 
a 
sizeable 
chunk 
of 
money with 
outside 
engineering 
firms. Before this practice is ex ­ 
panded, the Council might do well 
to make a comparison of costs 
between outside engineering fees 
and the hiring of additional per­ 
sonnel in the engineering depart­ 
ment. 
As to the lack of funds for dtv 
ing all the needed storm sewer 
work, the Council has a real puz­ 
zler here. If the recently voted 
$3,5 million storm sewer bond m on­ 
ey is u.sed in new additions to the 
city, older areas of Lincoln that 
were promi.scd sewers when the 
bond issue was proposed will be 
denied their sewer improvements. 
It all the $3.5 million i.s used ax 
previously promised in older or 
already established areas and noth­ 
ing given for new additions, the 
i'ouncil will be accused of retard­ 
ing the growth of the city. The 
Council may have found the an­ 
swer, however in deciding to con­ 
sider each new development as it 
conies along 
— putting in the 
storm sewers if merited and if 
funds are available and leaving 
the sewer work up to the developer 
if funds are lacking. 
In any event, it seems only fair 
that those older or undeveloped 
areas that have been paying tax e.s 
for years without any sewers be 
given first consideration. The peo­ 
ple in those areas are the ones who 
supported the bond issue on the 
promi.se that they would get relief.
